Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3 and 4 are allowed.

Prior art fails to teach in combination with all other limitations of the claims 
"means for comparing, in response to receiving the password from the external 
computer, the received password with the register password and for allowing operation 
of the liquid crystal projector by the external computer and nullifying operation of 
keys of the operation means in response to the means for comparing indicating that 
both the registered password and the password received from the external computer 
coincide with each other"
